Shafter was appointed licutenant-col- 
onel of the Forty-first regular infan­ 
try, with which regiment he served 
during the reconstruction period until 
1869. 
On April 14 of that year he 
was assigned to the Tw enty-fourth in­ 
fantry, and on March 4, 1879, was pro­ 
moted to the rank of colonel and as­ 
signed to the First infantry. 
He was 
made a brigadied general M ay 3, 1897. 
W hen war was declared with Spain 
in 1898 Secretary of W ar A lger se­ 
lected Gen. Shafter to command the 
F iFfth arm y corps and assigned to 
make first landing in Cuba and assist 
the navy to capture the city of San­ 
tiago and the Spanish fleet under the 
command of Adm iral Cervcra. 
Rewarded tor Bravery. 
Gen. Shafter was made a major gen­ 
eral of volunteers and commanded the 
American arm y in Cuba during the 
trying days 
before 
Santiago, 
and 
finally received the surrender of the 
Spanish general and the city of San­ 
tiago, which 
practically 
terminated 
the war with Spain. 
Gen. Shafter was retired for age on 
Get. i6, 1899. 
B y special act of con ­ 
gress he was promoted to the grade 
of m ajor general of regulars tw o Year- 
later.’ 


Besides holding several brevet com ­ 
missions for bravery on the field of 
battle, Gen. Shafter was awarded a 
medal of honor by congress in 1895 
for most distinguished gallantry in the

appeal to the 
probate 
court. 
Mr. 
Dunlap is intensely hostile 
to 
the 
Sandford cult, and declares lie

ment is Mrs. Alice Phelps of K a n ­ 
sas City, who for some time has been 
trying to compel the release of her 
daughter.

fer more for food than in previous
